1 . Applicant's submission filed on April 18, 2008 in response to an Office Action 
dated December 10, 2007 has been entered. Claims 1-2, 5, 7-8, 11, 19-20, 22-25 are 
pending in this application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 7, the prior art of record does not teach of 

the limitations "associating with each audio packet, a data code representation of an 
Additive Gaussian White Noise (AGWN) payload data packet enabling the generation of 
said background noise", responsive to receiving said data representation at a receiving 
station "forming the represented Additive Gaussian White Noise (AGWN) payload data 
packet enabling said generation of background noise", and "interspersing said formed 
Additive Gaussian White Noise (AGWN) payload packets enabling background noise 
generation between said associated audio data packets". 

Regarding independent claim 22, the prior art of record does not teach of the 
limitations "associate with each audio packet, a data code representation of an Additive 
Gaussian White Noise (AGWN) payload data packet enabling the generation of said 
background noise", responsive to receiving said data representation at a receiving 
station "form the represented Additive Gaussian White Noise (AGWN) payload data 
packet enabling said generation of background noise", and "intersperse said formed

Additive Gaussian White Noise (AGWN) payload packets enabling background noise 
generation between said associated audio data packets".
